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Preface - 


This compilation stems from two sources: the Guide to the Study 
and Reading of South Carolina History (Columbia, 1950) by J. H. 
Easterby in the bibliographical series of the South Carolina Archives 
Department and Articles on American Literature, 1900-1950 (New 
York, 1954) by Lewis Leary based upon the “Current Bibliography” 
section of the journal, American Literature. In general the method 
of organization and presentation follows the latter volume. 


An effort has been made to include all important articles published 
in periodicals and serials from 1900 through 1955 on native South 
Carolina writers and other writers directly associated with the state, 
and on such related topics as are listed in the table of contents. T’o 
warrant inclusion, the South Carolina association must have been clear 
and definite. A few articles for the year 1956 are included. 


Although bibliographies and journal files in the University of South 
Carolina and University of North Carolina libraries have been searched, 
the limitations of human error and the holdings of these two institu- 
tions make a claim for completeness impossible. In most cases entries 
have been taken directly from the publications themselves rather than 
from secondary sources. Thus the majority of articles listed are readily 
available. Where it was possible and seemed appropriate, explanatory 
information has been added, enclosed within brackets, to the titles. 
Titles are entered under all pertinent headings, making a subject index 
unnecessary. :
